Thieves escape 
with watches | 
worth $10,825 §

A crack team of burglars ripped through 
steel-wire mesh, cut an eight-inch hole 
in a plate-glass display window and 
stole 25 expensive wrist-watches worth 
$10,825 from the Gloucester Arcade 
jewellers, Dabera Ltd, early this morn- 


This is the third time burglars have successfully 
victimised Dabera Ltd. They broke in short- 
ly after the opening of the shop 1% years 
ago, and again six months later. 


Gaping hole spotted - 


The management then installed the stecl-wire grille, but 
this did not deter the pre-dawn theft this morning. 

The first inkling of what had happened came when a 
Gloucester Hotel lift operator spotted the gaping 
hole and large ‘cracks in the display window, and 
raised the alarm at 6.45 am.

Skipton, when he called the 
nurse, asking for medicine, 

The nurse—nursing auxiliary 
Matilda Marben—told the story 
through aon Interpreter. 


‘Pink medicine’ 


She said: “He repeated ‘pink 
medicine’ I knew where the 
medicine was kept, ond I saw 
a bottle of pink medicine in the 
cupboard, put I could not read 
the label. I gave him about 
a teaspoonful.” 

Asked if she measured the 
dose, she replied “No.” 

Hospital] matron Miss Hannah 
Taylor told the coroner that she 
had several nursing auxiliarles 
who did not speak English. 

There was no one on that 
ward who could speak English 
at ine time of the incident. 

She added: “Nurse Marben 
had no authority to give medi- 
elne to patients.” 

Sald the coroner, Mr Stephen 
Brown: “I don't think we can 
blame those doctors and nurses 
who come here to staff our 
hospitals,, whose knowledge of 
English Is very limited.
